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REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  CONSULTANT  TUBERCULOSIS 

OFFICER  FOR  THE  YEAR  1947. 


Introduction. 

In  this,  the  last  annual  report  on  the  working  of  the  Lancashire 
tuberculosis  service,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  draw  attention  to  the 
new  records  reached  by  many  of  the  statistics. 

The  number  of  notifications  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  (1,913)  is 
the  lowest  ever  recorded,  and  represents  only  45  per  cent,  of  the  number 
registered  in  1913,  when  the  official  tuberculosis  service  began. 

Similarly,  the  death-rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  (0*45  per 
1,000  population)  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

The  number  of  patients  written  off  the  dispensary  registers  as 
recovered  cases  (998)  exceeds  all  previous  records,  and  accounts  to  a  large 
extent  for  the  drop  in  the  number  of  patients  remaining  under  supervision. 
This  number  increased  steadily  from  7,367  in  1937  to  8,216  in  1946,  and 
now  stands  at  8,008. 

The  table  on  page  14,  showing  a  comparison  of  the  work  of  the 
dispensaries  in  1937  and  1947,  indicates  a  doubling  of  the  work  in  nearly 
every  section. 

On  the  institutional  side  also  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  beds  in  use,  from  932  at  the  end  of  1937  to  1,218  at  the  end 
of  1947.  The  need  for  the  increased  number  of  beds  is  shown  by  the  state 
of  the  waiting  list,  which  averaged  78  in  1937  and  136  in  1947.  Obviously 
more  accommodation  could  be  used,  but  although  beds  are  available  in 
empty  hospital  wards,  the  absence  of  nursing  staff  makes  it  impossible 
to  use  them. 

The  success  which  has  been  achieved  by  the  Lancashire  tuberculosis 
scheme  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  co-operation  of  all  the 
staff  (medical,  nursing,  clerical  and  general),  and  it  gives  me  pleasure 
to  make  full  acknowledgement  of  their  services. 

At  the  time  of  writing  (July,  1948)  the  Lancashire  tuberculosis 
service,  like  other  specialist  services,  has  passed  to  the  Regional  Boards, 
and  those  associated  with  the  service  are  proud  that  the  transfer  takes 
place  when  the  Lancashire  service  is  at  the  peak  of  its  efficiency. 

Both  hospital  and  dispensary  duties  become  the  concern  of  the  new 
Boards,  but  certain  specified  functions  relating  to  tuberculosis  remain 
with  the  Local  Health  Authority,  viz.,  prevention,  care  and  after-care, 
and  rehabilitation. 
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According  to  present  indications,  these  functions  will  be  carried  out 
under  a  scheme  of  joint  employment  of  medical  staff  by  the  Boards  and 
the  County  Council,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  tuberculosis 
officer  will  not  be  conscious  of  anv  division  of  his  duties  as  between  the 
two  authorities,  but  will  continue  to  have  as  his  pride  and  stimulus  the 
duty  he  owes  to  his  patient. 

May  the  indications  of  the  gradual  suppression  of  tuberculosis 
among  our  people  continue,  and  even  gain  strength  under  the  new 
regime. 


Tuberculosis  Mortality  and  Incidence  in  1947. 

In  1947  the  population  of  the  Administrative  County,  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar-General,  was  1,959,160. 

The  number  of  new  pulmonary  cases  (1,394)  notified  under  the 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  was  lower  than  in  any  year 
since  1940,  and  there  were  269  (16  per  cent.)  fewer  than  in  1946. 

The  decline  has  taken  place  in  all  the  five-year  age-groups  (male  and 
female)  from  20  to  65  years  of  age. 

Non-pulmonary  notifications  have  continued  the  decline  which  began 
in  1944  and  the  figure  of  519  for  1947  is  the  lowest  number  ever  recorded 
in  the  Administrative  County. 

Although  the  deaths  in  1947  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  show  a 
small  increase  (10,  or  one  per  cent.)  over  1946,  the  death-rate  is  lower  than 
in  1946  and  is,  along  with  the  rate  for  1945,  the  lowest  recorded. 

The  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  again  the  lowest  on 
record. 

At  the  end  of  1947  there  were  on  the  dispensary  registers  8,008 
patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  (pulmonary  5,570,  non-pulmonary 
2,438). 

Applications  for  treatment  under  the  County  scheme  were  received 
during  the  year  from  1 ,738  persons,  of  which  number  147  were  patients 
transferred  from  other  authorities.  Of  the  total  applicants,  1,283  were 
diagnosed  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  455  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  gross  figure  of  1,913  statutory  notifications 
exceeds  the  number  of  applicants  because  of  patients  in  mental  hospitals, 
removals,  etc.,  which  cases  do  not  come  on  the  dispensary  registers. 

The  prevalence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  among  young  female 
adults  (aged  15-34)  is  shown  in  the  new  notifications  during  the  past  ten 
years  1938,  336  new  cases  ;  1939,377;  1940,386;  1941,417  ;  1942, 
412  ;  1943, 393  ;  1944,  457  ;  1945, 424  ;  1946,  455  ;  1947,  391. 
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The  following  table  shows  since  1913  the  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
notified  each  year  in  the  Administrative  County  together  with  the 
ease-rate  per  1,000  of  the^population  : —

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  again 

more  prevalent  among  males  than 

among  females.  Allowing  for  the  difference  in  the  population  of  the 
sexes,  in  1947  for  every  100  deaths  of  females  there  were  143  deaths  of 

males,  and  for  every  100  female  notifications  there 

were  159  male 

notifications. 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1947  which 
escaped  notification  as  tuberculous  cases  during  life  (i.e.  non-notified 
fatal  cases)  was  56  or  7-3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  1947 
which  escaped  notification  during  life  numbered  28  or  20-5  per  cent,  of 
the  total  non-pulmonary  deaths.

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Co-operation  with  County  Boroughs  and  the  Isle  of  Man. 

The  County  Council,  by  agreement  with  Blackburn  Corporation, 
in  1944  undertook  responsibility  for  the  Borough  tuberculosis  scheme. 
Blackburn  was  consequently  assimilated  in  Dispensary  Area  2,  and  Dr. 
G.  Barker  Charnock,  the  consultant  tuberculosis  officer  for  Area  2,  became 
responsible  for  the  tuberculosis  work  of  the  Borough,  including  x-ray 
examinations,  artificial  light  treatment,  A.P.  re-fills,  etc. 

During  1947,  647  new  Borough  patients  were  examined,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  420  patients  on  the  Blackburn  dispensary 
register,  of  whom  80  were  undergoing  institutional  treatment. 

Co-operation  on  sections  of  the  tuberculosis  scheme,  e.g.,  institutional 
treatment,  major  thoracic  surgery,  artificial  pneumothorax  re-fills, 
exists  with  several  of  the  Lancashire  County  Boroughs,  namely,  Southport, 
Bootle,  Preston,  etc.,  and  with  the  Isle  of  Man  Local  Government  Board.

With  regard  to  the  last-named,  one  of  our  tuberculosis  officers 
(Dr.  J.  L.  Armour)  visits  the  island  monthly  to  examine  patients  and  to 
supervise  their  treatment  at  the  dispensary  and  the  sanatorium  ;  Manx 
patients  requiring  specialised  treatment  are  sent  to  our  Lancashire 
institutions.

Thoracic  Surgery. 

The  treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  relies  on  thoracic  surgery 
to  an  ever-increasing  extent,  and  our  Lancashire  scheme  is  no  exception 
to  this  generalisation. 

Mr.  F.  Ronald  Edwards  and  Mr.  Frank  Nicholson  are  the  thoracic 
surgeons.  Mr.  H.  Morriston  Davies  occupies  the  post  of  consultant 
adviser  in  thoracic  surgery,  and  holds  monthly  clinics  at  Wrightington 
Hospital,  near  Wigan,  at  which  the  tuberculosis  medical  staff  of  the 
County — and  occasionally  of  other  areas — meet  and  discuss  their 
difficulties  under  his  guidance. 

The  unit  for  major  thoracic  surgery  for  men  is  at  the  High  Carley 
Sanatorium  and  for  women  at  the  Wrightington  Hospital.  In  addition 
thoracoscopy,  division  of  adhesions  and  phrenic  nerve  operations  are 
performed  at  the  Peel  Hall  Pulmonary  Hospital  and  the  Rufford 
Pulmonary  Hospital.  Dr.  Deane,  the  Consultant  Tuberculosis  Officer  in 
Wigan  County  Dispensary  Area,  performs  these  operations  at  Wrightington 
and  Rufford.  Other  members  of  the  staff  are  acquiring  experience  of  the 
technique  from  the  thoracic  surgeons. 

At  the  dispensaries  a  great  many  refills  for  artificial  pneumothorax 
treatment  are  carried  out.  Thus  at  the  end  of  1947,  437  patients  were 
receiving  artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  at  the  dispensaries  and 
refills  for  the  year  totalled  11,201  ;  in  addition,  35  patients  were  having 
pneumoperitoneum  treatment,  and  696  refills  were  given.

A  census  of  the  5,570  pulmonary  patients  (adults,  children,  males, 
females,  early,  intermediate  and  advanced  stages)  on  the  dispensary 
registers  at  the  end  of  1947  showed  that  1,805,  or  32  per  cent.,  had 
either  received  major  or  minor  surgical  treatment  for  their  chest  condition 
or  such  treatment  had  been  attempted. 


Non-Tubeeculoijs  Chest  Conditions. 

Noil-tuberculous  chest  cases,  e.g.,  carcinoma,  empyema,  abscess, 
bronchiectasis,  aneurism,  are  sent  in  the  first  instance  by  general 
practitioners  to  the  dispensaries  where  they  are  examined  and  reported 
on  by  the  County  tuberculosis  medical  staff,  and  if  necessary,  the  cases  are 
discussed  at  the  clinic  described  above,  or  at  the  clinic  of  Mr.  Graham 
Bryce  at  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme.  Then,  after  confirmation  by 
Mr.  Morriston  Davies  or  Mr.  Graham  Bryce,  arrangements  may  be  made 
on  behalf  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  treatment  by 
Mr.  Davies  at  the  Chest  Centre,  Broadgreen  Hospital,  Liverpool,  or  b}^ 
Mr.  Bryce  at  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme,  and  occasionally  at  Manchester 
Royal  Infirmary  or  Baguley  E.M.S.  Hospital.  Alternatively,  in  cases  of 
urgency  the  tuberculosis  officers  communicate  direct  with  Mr.  Davies  or 
Mr.  Bryce.

X-ray  apparatus  is  provided  for  the  consultant  tuberculosis  officer 
of  each  area  at  his  institution  and  at  one  or  more  dispensaries  ;  of  the  24 
dispensaries,  16  are  equipped  with  X-ray  apparatus.

The  figures  shew  the  great  use  made  of  the  X-ray  plants  by  the 
medical  staff.  The  installation  of  apparatus  at  many  of  the  branch 
dispensaries  is  valuable  to  the  tuberculosis  officer  and  a  convenience  to 
the  patients  who  have  a  less  distance  to  travel. 

Mass  Miniature  Radiography. 

The  Lancashire  mass  miniature  radiography  unit  commenced 
operations  in  October,  1943,  being  the  first  among  the  local  authorities 
in  the  country.  The  system  of  working,  the  staff,  and  a  description  of 
the  apparatus  were  given  in  the  annual  report  for  1943,  and  a  report  on 
the  results  so  far  obtained  was  given  in  the  annual  report  for  1945. 

A  second  unit  was  allotted  to  the  County  Council  in  May,  1947. 
Dr.  H.  N.  Bleasdale  was  appointed  medical  director,  and  the  unit 
commenced  operations  in  January,  1948. 

Dr.  P.  Haslam  took  over  the  duties  of  medical  director  of  No.  1 
Unit  on  the  1st  May,  1948,  in  succession  to  Dr.  J.  N.  Parker,  who  resumed 
normal  duties  as  an  assistant  tuberculosis  officer  after  completing  his 
tour  of  duty  with  the  miniature  radiography  unit. 

Surveys  carried  out  during  1947  by  No.  1  Unit  resulted  in  the 
x-raying  of  41,110  patients.

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On  the  1st  June,  1948,  there  were  576  individual  patients  (County 
537,  Blackburn  39)  receiving  allowances — Maintenance  allowances  558, 
discretionary  allowances  188,  special  payments  19. 

The  payment  of  tuberculosis  maintenance  allowances  under  Memo. 
266/T  ceased  on  4th  July,  1948,  when  by  the  operation  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  responsibility  for  assisting  tuberculous  persons 
outside  national  health  insurance  passed  to  the  Assistance  Board. 
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Examination  of  Recruits. 

The  civilian  medical  boards  set  up  under  the  National  Service 
(Armed  Forces)  Act,  1939,  for  the  examination  of  recruits,  co-operate 
with  local  authorities  by  sending  men  and  women  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  to  the  tuberculosis  officers  for  a  special 
examination,  including  X-rav.

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1940,  particulars 
of  men  who  are  registered  as  having  suffered,  or  as  suffering  from,  tuber¬ 
culosis  continue  to  be  furnished  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service,  but  only  in  respect  of  those  born  in  the  year  1930. 

Pathological  Laboratory. 

The  laboratory  at  the  High  Car  ley  Sanatorium,  opened  in  March, 
1942,  was  established  for  the  Emergency  Hospital  Service  and  the 
Public  Health  Service  in  the  Furness  area,  including  Barrow-in-Furness. 

For  providing  these  laboratory  facilities  the  County  Council  charge 
a  nominal  rental  :  certain  pathological  work  connected  with  the  County 
tuberculosis  scheme  is  carried  out  at  the  laboratory  without  charge. 

During  1947  a  total  of  7,813  specimens  were  examined. 

Tuberculous  Pensioners. 

Of  the  8,008  patients  under  the  supervision  of  the  dispensary  staff 
at  the  end  of  1947,  942  were  persons  discharged  from  H.M.  Forces  and 
(from  January,  1943)  the  Merchant  Navy,  whose  disease  was  held  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions  to  be  attributable  to  war  service  (14  being  in  respect 
of  the  1914-18  War). 

The  cost  of  their  institutional  treatment  and  travelling  expenses 
to  and  from  institutions  is  met  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions, 
to  whom  detailed  claims  for  refund  are  submitted  from  time  to  time. 
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Tuberculous  Service  Cases. 

Under  an  arrangement  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  members  of 
H.M.  Forces  ordinarily  resident  in  the  County  Area  who  are  found  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  are  transferred  to  County  sanatoria  or  hospitals 
but  are  retained  in  the  services  until  such  time  as  medical  or  surgical 
finality  is  reached.  The  Service  Departments  remain  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  and  treatment  of  cases,  whose  disability  is  accepted  as 
attributable  to  or  aggravated  by  service,  up  to  a  maximum  period  of 
30  months  from  the  date  of  first  absence  from  duty  on  account  of  the 
disability. 

During  1947,  112  service  patients  were  admitted  to  sanatoria  and 
pulmonary  hospitals,  126  were  discharged,  two  died,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  63  were  under  treatment. 


Institutional  Accommodation  and  Waiting  List. 

For  the  year  1947  the  average  accommodation  for  County  patients 
at  tuberculosis  institutions  was  as  follows  :  Pulmonary  tuberculosis 
904  beds,  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  225  beds,  total  1,129.* 

From  time  to  time,  when  there  are  no  suitable  patients  on  the 
County  waiting  list,  beds  are  let  to  county  borough  councils.  During 
1947  the  average  number  of  beds  let  to  other  authorities  was  :  Pulmonary 
30,  non-pulmonary  14. 

In  relation  to  population  and  deaths,  the  1,129  bed  accommodation 
provides  the  following  : — 

Puimonary  tuberculosis  ...  1  bed  per  2,167  of  the  population,  or 

118  beds  per  100  pulmonary  deaths. 

Non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  ...  1  bed  per  8,707  of  the  population,  or 

165  beds  per  100  non-pulmonary 
deaths. 

The  waiting  list,  averaged  at  monthly  periods  during  the  year,  was 
as  follows  : —

The  position  in  December,  1947,  was  :  Pulmonary  tuberculosis — 
males  47,  females  41  ;  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis — males  20,  females  1. 
For  interest  the  figures  for  June,  1948,  were  :  Pulmonary — males  78, 
females  75  ;  non-pulmonary — males  17,  females  22  ;  total  192. 

During  the  year,  1,742  County  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  sanatoria  and  pulmonary  hospitals, 
1,489  were  discharged,  and  231  died  in  the  institutions  ;  in  addition, 
59  observation  cases  were  admitted,  55  were  discharged,  and  two  died. 

Admissions  of  County  patients  suffering  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  to  general  and  special  hospitals  during  1947  totalled  309, 
the  discharges  numbered  307,  and  19  patients  died  in  the  institutions  ; 
70  observation  cases  were  also  admitted,  53  were  discharged,  and  one 
died.

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Visits  of  Overseas  Medical  Officers. 

The  County  tuberculosis  scheme  continued  to  interest  medical 
officers  from  overseas,  and  the  following  have  visited  Lancashire  to  study 
the  scheme  : — 

Dr.  S.  A.  Razig,  a  Sudanese  Medical  officer.  Visited  High  Carley 
Sanatorium  ,  Wrightington  Hospital,  and  Ashton-under-Lyne  Dispensary 
from  2nd  January  to  7th  February,  1948. 

Dr.  Suen  Chung-Liang,  a  Chinese  doctor  from  Shanghai,  and  holder 
of  a  visiting  scholarship  provided  by  the  Manchester  Fund  of  the 
British  United  Aid  to  China.  Visited  Ashton-under-Lyne  Dispensary 
and  Wolstenholme  Hospital,  Leigh  Dispensary  and  Peel  Hall  Hospital, 
Wrightington  Hospital,  and  High  Carley  Sanatorium  from  23rd 
February  to  3rd  April,  1948. 

Dr.  D.  B.  Rosenthal,  of  Australia.  Visited  Central  Office, 
Wrightington  Hospital,  and  Ashton-under-Lyne  Dispensary  on  7th 
and  8th  May,  1948. 

Dr.  A.  I.  Motala,  of  Tanganyika,  holder  of  an  N.A.P.T.  Colonial 
scholarship.  Visited  Wrightington  Hospital,  Ashton-under-Lyne 
Dispensary,  and  High  Carley  Sanatorium  from  16th  June  to  17th 
July,  1948. 


Cost  of  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme. 

The  total  estimated  expenditure  (including  dispensaries,  institutional 
accommodation,  mass  miniature  radiography,  maintenance  allowances, 
Blackburn  C.B.  work,  and  administration  expenses)  was  £423,308. 

The  estimated  income  (including  £35,000  from  the  Government 
funds  for  tuberculous  ex-servicemen,  £49,000  from  the  Government  for 
maintenance  allowances,  and  £13,800  from  Blackburn  C.B.)  was  £126,550. 

The  estimated  net  expenditure  for  1947-48,  therefore,  was  £296,758, 
equal  to  £154  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  a  rate  in  the  pound  of  6-24d. 

For  the  period  1st  April  to  5th  July,  1948,  when  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  take  over  most  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Committee,  the  estimated  net  expenditure  on  the  tuberculosis 
services  is  £90,772. 

Co-operation  with  Medical  Practitioners. 

Co-operation  with  the  medical  practitioners  and  the  medical  officers 
and  sanitary  inspectors  of  County  district  councils  continues  most  cordial 
and  satisfactory.  Of  the  “  new  ”  persons  (excluding  contacts)  examined 
during  1947,  97  per  cent,  were  referred  by  medical  practitioners,  etc., 
to  the  tuberculosis  officers  for  an  opinion  as  to  diagnosis.
